Do not plant on very 
hilly land. Rolling land is OK. If possible disc land a few 
times before planting to eliminate weed growth. Plant at 
eorn planting time. Plant in 36 to 40 inch rows using 
about 40 lbs. per aere or 18 to 20 inch rows 60 Ibs. In 
close drill rows use 1% to 1% bu. Cultivate with har- 
row while small. Harrow across drill rows at least once. 
In wider rows use cultivator. For last cleaning, use sweeps 
so as to keep land level. Cultivate only when beans are dry, 
about mid-day is best. Cut for hay when beans are fairly 
well formed. Combine for seed when leaves have fallen 
and beaps are practically ripe.

LOT FANCY 


The Alfalfa that we use in making up our Corn Belt Alfalfa, is a com- 
bination of origins. We believe that this will make a very satisfactory 
seeding throughout the Corn Belt. Seed of these origins is widely used 
in States like Idaho and when grown there one year, resold at fancy 
premium prices. We use approximately, 4% each of the hardiest Wash- 
ington or Oregon, the Northern Siskiyou County high altitude California 
and the highest altitude New Mexico. By giving you this combination of 
origins, you get seed of wide adaptation. When you sow 12 pounds to 
the acre, you. would get an average of about 24 seeds of each kind per 
square foot or a total of 72 seeds. If, for any reason, your particular 
conditions should not be suitable for one, there would still be plenty of 
the other to give you a good stand. This is especially true when you use 
the Gro-Coated seed. 

All of the lots of seed that come from these areas are not equally nice in 
color. Those that do not make the very top grade, go into Lot Fancy. It does 
not contain any real off-grade seeds, it just comes a little below the very 
top grade. You will find this a thoroughly dependable lot of high quality 
seed.

How to Start Alfalfa 


We recommend that you have your land tested to 
see if it is acid. If you find it so, lime it and lime it as 
far in advance of seeding as possible. You can sow 
either in the Spring or in the Fall. Your seedbed 
should be fine and well settled. Do not sow it on a 
loose seedbed and do not cover very deeply. If pos- 
sible, roll it in. The roller oftentimes makes the dif- 
ference between success and failure in getting a stand. 
You can use a light nurse crop in the Spring if you 
wish, but by all means avoid a heavy grain crop with 
it. Inoculate your~seed and use Gro-Coated seed as 
described below.

While the sweet clover is used principally 
for soil improvement and for pasture it also 
will make good hay, especially the first year. 
It should be cut early enough in the fall so 
that the growth can come on to make good 
production before winter sets in or cut it 
with a fairly high stubble. The feeding 
value of sweet clover hay, especially the first 
year’s crop, is very good. It should be well 
cured so that it does not become moldy. If 
you wish hay in the second year be sure to 
cut it with a high stubble. The second crop 
from sweet clover, in the second year of its 
erowth, comes up from the stubble and not 
from a crown like alfalfa. If you cut sweet 
clover close to the ground in the second year 
of its growth you will generally kill it out. 
Tf it is cut for hay in the second year, cut 
it about the time the bloom buds begin to 
show up.
